at  the  great  World’s  Fair.

REPORT 


The  Washington  World’s  Fair  Commission  was  created  and  in- 
trusted with  certain  powers  and  duties  by  the  following  law: 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  collection,  exhibition  and  maintenance  of  the 
products  of  the  State  of  Washington  at  the  World’s  Columbian  Expo- 
sition of  1893,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Washington : 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  the  resources,  products 
and  general  development  of  the  State  of  Washington  at  the  World’s  Colum- 
bian Exposition  of  1893,  a commission  is  hereby  constituted,  to  be  desig- 
nated the  Washington  World’s  Fair  Commission,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
following  citizens  of  this  state:  Adams  county,  F.  P,  French,  of  Ritzville; 
Asotin  county,  I.  S.  Waldrip,  of  Asotin  City;  Chehalis  county,  F.  A.  Hart, 
of  Aberdeen;  Clallam  county,  Charles  Peters,  of  Port  Angeles;  Clarke 
county,  P.  C.  Kauffman,  of  Vancouver;  Columbia  county,  M.  R.  Hanger, 
of  Dayton;  Cowlitz  county,  James  Wallace,  of  Kelso;  Douglas  county,  A. 
L.  Rogers,  of  Waterville;  Franklin  county,  W.  P.  Gray,  of  Pasco;  Garfield 
county,  H.  C.  Hutchinson,  of  Pomeroy;  Island  county,  D.  J.  Zent,  of  Oak 
Harbor;  Jefferson  county,  S.  B.  Conover,  of  Port  Townsend;  Klickitat 
county,  D.  W.  Pierce,  of  Goldendale;  Kittitas  county,  L.  R.  Grimes,  of 
Ellensburgh  ; King  county,  Percy  W.  Rochester,  of  Seattle;  Kitsap  county, 
L.  L.  Locker,  of  Olalla;  Lewis  county,  N.  B.  Coffman,  of  Chehalis;  Lin- 
coln county,  Edward  Ramrn,  of  Davenport;  Mason  county,  J.  E.  Sligh, 
of  Shelton;  Okanogan  county,  C.  H.  Ballard,  of  Ruby;  Pacific  county,  S. 
S.  McEwing,  of  Willapa  City;  Pierce  county,  Ezra  Meeker,  of  Puyallup; 
San  Juan  county,  Rev.  S.  R.  S.  Gray,  of  East  Sound;  Skagit  county,  G. 
V.  Calhoun,  of  La  Conner;  Skamania  county,  George  Stevenson,  of  Cas- 
cades; Snohomish  county,  E.  C.  Ferguson,  of  Snohomish  City,  Spokane 
county,  Jay  Graves,  of  Spokane  Falls;  Stevens  county,  Charles  H.  Mont- 
gomery, of  Chewelah;  Thurston  county,  Thomas  H.  Cavanaugh,  of  Olym- 
pia; Wahkiakum  county,  William  W.  Colwell,  of  Skamokawa;  Walla 
Walla  county,  N.  G.  Blalock,  of  Walla  Walla;  Whatcom  county,  J.  C. 
Moffatt,  of  Fairhaven;  Whitman  county,  W.  L.  La  Follette,  of  Ewarts- 
ville;  Yakima  county,  T.  M.  Vance,  of  North  Yakima. 

Sec.  2.  The  commission  shall  meet  at  Olympia  within  twenty  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a president, 
a vice  president,  a secretai’y,  a treasurer  and  an  executive  committee  of 
nine.  The  treasurer  of  said  commission  shall  give  a bond  to  the  state  in 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  ap- 
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proved  "by  the  state  auditor,  for  the  proper  performance  of  his  duties. 
Ten  members  of  said  commission  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  its  own  government  and  for  the  government  of  the  execu- 
tive committee:  Provided,  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  conflict 
with  the  regulations  adopted  under  the  act  of  congress  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  World’s  Columbian  Exposition.  Any  member  of  the  com- 
mission may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  governor  for  cause.  Any 
vacancy  which  may  occur  in  the  membership  of  said  commission  shall 
be  tilled  by  the  commission. 

Sec.  3.  The  commissioners  shall  serve  without  salary,  but  each  may 
be  allowed  $100  per  year  for  his  expenses:  Provided,  That  the  executive 
committee  may  expend  in  addition  not  to  exceed  $5,000  a year  for  their 
expenses. 

Sec.  4.  The  World’s  Fair  Commission  is  authorized  and  directed  to  ap- 
point an  executive  commissioner  and  to  fix  his  salary,  not  to  exceed  $150 
per  month,  which  shall  be  payable  monthly  out  of  the  funds  hereinafter 
provided  for,  and  said  executive  commissioner  shall  be  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  assume  and  exercise,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  said  commis- 
sion, all  such  executive  powers  and  functions  as  may  be  necessary  to 
secure  a complete  and  creditable  display  of  the  interests  of  the  state  at 
the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition  of  1893;  and  as  the  executive  agent  of 
said  commission  he  shall  have  personal  charge  of  the  solicitation,  collec- 
tion, transportation,  arrangement  and  exhibition  of  the  objects  sent  under 
the  authority  of  the  state  to  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition  of  1893, 
and  of  such  objects  sent  by  individual  citizens  of  the  state  as  may  be  by 
them  placed  in  his  charge.  He  shall  make  a report  to  the  commission 
monthly,  or  as  often  as  by  them  required,  and  shall  hold  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  commission. 

Sec.  5.  The  World’s  Columbian  Commissioners  and  the  Board  of  Lady 
Managers  of  the  World’s  Columbian  Commission  from  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington, and  their  respective  alternates,  and  the  World’s  Columbian  Com- 
missioner-at-large and  alternate  from  the  state,  if  any  there  be,  shall  be 
cx  officio  members  of  the  World’s  Fair  Commission  for  the  State  of  Wash- 
ington . 

Sec.  6.  The  said  commission  shall  have  charge  of  the  interests  of  the 
state  and  its  citizens  in  the  preparation  and  exhibition,  at  the  World’s 
Columbian  Exposition  of  1893,  of  the  natural  and  industrial  products  of 
the  state,  and  of  objects  illustrating  its  history,  progress,  moral  and  ma- 
terial welfare  and  future  development,  and  in  all  other  matters  relating 
to  the  said  World's  Columbian  Exposition;  it  shall  communicate  with  the 
officers  of  the  state,  and  obtain  and  disseminate  throughout  the  state  all 
necessary  information  regarding  said  exposition,  and  in  general  have  and 
exercise  full  authority  in  relation  to  the  participation  of  the  State  of 
Washington  and  its  citizens  in  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition  of  1893. 
The  state  mining  bureau  are  hereby  authorized  to  cooperate  with  this 
said  Washington  World’s  Fair  Commission,  and  to  forward  to  the  Colum- 
bian Exposition  all  the  mineral  collections  and  cabinets  belonging  to  the 
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state,  the  exhibition  of  which  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  said  com- 
mission, and  the  expenses  of  said  exhibition  of  minerals  shall  be  paid 
from  the  funds  herein  appropriated. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  commission  shall  make  a detailed  report  of  its  pro- 
ceedings and  expenditures  from  time  to  time  to  the  governor,  and  at  any 
time  upon  his  written  request,  to  be  by  him  transmitted  to  the  legisla- 
tiu-e,  together  with  such  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  important  regard- 
ing provisions  for  a complete  and  creditable  representation  of  the  state 
at  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition  of  1893.  * 

Sec.  8.  To  carry  out  the  purpose  and  provisions  of  this  act  the  sum  of 
$50,000  for  the  year  1891,  and  $50,000  for  the  year  1892,  are  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
and  the  state  treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the  money  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  commission  from  time  to  time,  on  the  requisition  of  said  commission, 
signed  by  its  president  and  secretary,  and  approved  by  the  state  auditor, 
and  accompanied  by  estimates  of  the  expenses  to  the  payment  of  which 
the  money  so  drawn  is  to  be  applied;  and  the  state  printer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  do  what  printing  may  be  required  by  the  said  commission, 
not  to  exceed  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars.  Said  sum  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  appropriations  herein  made:  Provided,  That  any  portion  of 
the  appropriation  made  for  the  year  1891,  and  not  expended  during  that 
year,  shall  be  available  for  the  year  1892  the  same  as  if  appropriated  for 
the  year  1892. 

Approved  March  7,  1891. 

The  only  change  that  has  been  made  in  the  personnel  of  this 
commission  is  in  the  case  of  the  commissioner  of  Asotin  county. 
Mr.  I.  S.  Waldrip,  the  gentleman  originally  appointed  to  act  as 
commissioner  for  Asotin  county,  having  removed  from  that  county, 
tendered  to  this  commission  his  resignation  which  was  accepted,  and 
under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  2 of  the  law  creating  this 
commission,  Mr.  D.  T.  Welch,  of  Asotin  City,  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Waldrip. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

In  compliance  with  section  2 of  the  law  above  referred  to,  the 
Washington  World’s  Fair  Commission  assembled  in  Olympia  on 
M arch  25,  1891  and  organized  by  the  election  of  the  following 
officers:

G.  Y.  Caliioun,  T.  H.  Cavanaugh  and  C.  H.  Ballard. 

The  treasurer,  upon  being  notified  of  his  election,  executed  a per- 
sonal bond  with  ample  sureties  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
state  auditor  according  to  law. 

Upon  a failure  to  elect  an  executive  commissioner  at  this  first 
meeting  of  the  Washington  World’s  Fair  Commission,  N.  G.  Bla- 
lock was  authorized  to  act  temporarily  as  the  executive  commis- 
sioner and  the  commission  took  an  adjournment  to  meet  again  at 
Ellensburgh  on  May  20,  1891,  when  an  election  should  be  held  to 
fill  the  office  of  executive  commissioner.  At  that  meeting  Mr. 
Ezra  Meeker  was  elected  as  executive  commissioner  and  served  in 
that  capacity  until  August  22,  1891.  Previous  to  this  date  a ques- 
tion had  arisen  and  received  considerable  agitation  throughout 
the  state  as  to  whether  the  Washington  World’s  Fair  Commission 
was  properly  organized  at  its  meeting  on  March  25,  1891.  To  set 
aside  all  conflicting  opinions  on  this  subject  it  was  decided  to  call 
the  commission  together  again  and  they  assembled  at  Olympia  on 
August  22,  1891.  At  that  time  all  the  above  mentioned  officers 
were  reelected  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Ezra  Meeker  as  the  execu- 
tive commissioner,  and  the  duties  of  that  office  were  added  to  those 
performed  by  N.  G.  Blalock,  president  of  the  commission,  and  he 
was  elected  as  executive  commissioner.  At  this  same  meeting  a 
resolution  was  passed  ratifying  all  the  proceedings,  actions  and 
work  of  the  commission  up  to  that  date. 

N.  G.  Blalock  served  as  executive  commissioner  of  the  Washing- 
ton World’s  Fair  Commission  until  December  15,  1892,  when  he 
tendered  his  resignation  and  G.  V.  Calhoun  was  elected  to  fill  this 
vacancy. 

Edmond  S.  Meany  was  appointed  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  com- 
mission to  serve  as  press  agent,  and  later  various  other  duties  were 
added  to  his  work  until  he  was  made  assistant  to  the  executive 
commissioner,  in  which  capacity  he  is  still  associated  with  this  com- 
mission. 

The  meetings  mentioned  above,  namely,  in  Olympia  on  March  25, 
1891,  in  Ellensburgh  on  May  20,  1891,  and  in  Olympia  on  August 
22,  1891,  are  the  only  meetings  that  have  been  held  of  the  entire 
commission,  but  the  commission  had  organized  under  the  authority 
of  section  2 of  the  World’s  Fair  law  by  the  election  of  officers  and 
an  executive  committee  of  nine  and  to  this  executive  committee  was

intrusted  the  entire  work  of  the  Washington  World’s  Fair  Commis- 
sion. The  following  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  action  of 
the  commission,  its  officers  and  executive  committee  were  adopted 
at  a meeting  of  the  entire  commission  on  August  22,  1891.  The 
former  rules  which  were  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  March  25,  1891, 
being  incomplete  were  superseded  by  these  rules  and  regulations 
which  have  since  governed  the  entire  action  of  this  board. 

Article  1 . 

Meetings  of  this  commission  may  be  held  at  any  time  and  place 
upon  the  call  of  the  president,  or  written  call  of  five  members  of  the 
said  commission. 

Article  2. 

The  president  of  this  commission  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman  of 
the  executive  committee,  and  in  his  absence  the  vice  president  may 
act  in  his  stead. 

Article  3. 

The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  sign  all  legal  pa- 
pers, and  orders,  warrants  or  vouchers  drawn  upon  the  treasurer, 
and  requisitions,  as  provided  by  law.  He  shall  appoint  all  special 
committees,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  commission. 

Article  4. 

The  vice  president  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  perform 
his  duties.  In  the  absence  of  both  from  any  meeting  of  the  com- 
mission a quorum  present  may  elect  a president  pro  tern. 

Article  5. 

The  secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  commis- 
sion and  be  the  custodian  of  all  documents  and  records  relating  to 
its  business.  He  shall  duly  attest  or  countersign  all  legal  papers, 
orders,  warrants  and  vouchers  drawn  upon  the  treasurer,  and  requi- 
sitions, as  provided  by  law.  He  shall  keep  a full  and  complete 
record  of  its  proceedings,  and  of  those  of  the  executive  committee, 
of  which  he  shall  be  ex  officio  secretary.  He  shall  keep  the  ac- 
counts of  the  commission  with  the  treasurer  thereof,  the  executive 
commissioner,  the  executive  committee,  and  the  several  members 
of  the  commision.  All  papers,  accounts  and  records  in  his  custody 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  of  the  commission  or  any 
member  thereof.  He  shall  report  to  the  commission  or  executive 
committee  in  detail,  whenever  requested,  the  financial  condition  of

the  affairs  of  the  commission.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  secre- 
tary from  any  meeting  of  the  commission  or  executive  committee, 
a secretary  pro  tem.  shall  be  elected,  with  power  to  sign  orders, 
warrants,  etc.,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

Article  6. 

The  treasurer  shall  keep  a faithful  account  of  all  moneys  received 
and  disbursed,  and  shall  render  statements  as  often  as  may  be  re- 
quested by  the  commission  or  executive  committee.  life  shall  pay 
out  money  only  on  vouchers  or  warrants  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary. 

Article  1. 

The  executive  committee  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  act  for 
and  instead  of  the  commission  when  said  commission  is  not  in  ses- 
sion, and  have  all  the  powers  of  the  commission  except  in  cases 
in  which  the  act  of  the  legislature  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
require  the  action  of  the  commission;  to  appoint  such  clerical 
and  other  assistants  as  may  be  by  them  deemed  necessary,  and  fix 
their  compensation;  they  shall  have  power  to  till  any  vacancies  oc- 
curring in  their  body  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  commission. 
The  executive  committee  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  president,  or 
upon  written  call  of  a majority  of  the  members  thereof. 

Article  8. 

Four  members  of  the  executive  committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Article  9. 

The  executive  commissioner  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed 
by  law,  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  commission.  He 
shall  make  a report  to  the  executive  committee  monthly,  and  to  the 
commission  whenever  in  session.  He  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
and  employ  all  such  assistants  as  he  may  find  necessary  for  the 
prompt  and  proper  execution  of  his  duties,  reporting  forthwith  to 
the  execut  ive  committee  the  name  of  the  person  appointed,  his  duties, 
and  term  of  his  employment.  Such  appointment  shall  be  valid 
until  disapproved  by  the  executive  committee. 

Article  10. 

The  executive  commissioner  shall,  from  time  to  time,  submit  to 
the  commission  estimates  of  the  expenditures  that  will  necessarily 
have  to  be  made  by  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  specifying 
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as  nearly  as  may  be  the  purpose  of  such  expenditures,  which,  if 
approved  by  the  commission  or  executive  committee,  shall  be  made 
the  basis  of  and  attached  to  the  requisition  of  said  commission  upon 
the  said  treasurer.  Such  estimate  shall  not  cover  proposed  expend- 
itures for  more  than  three  months  from  the  date  thereof.  He 
shall  also,  from  time  to  time,  submit  to  the  commission  or  execu- 
tive committee  estimates  of  the  expenses  about  to  be  incurred  by 
him  in  the  prosecution  of  his  work,  and  if  the  same  be  approved, 
the  president  shall  issue  a warrant,  countersigned  by  the  secretary, 
attaching  such  estimate  thereto,  directing  the  treasurer  of  the  com- 
mission  to  pay  to  the  executive  commissioner  the  amount  therein 
specified.  The  executive  commissioner,  for  all  expenses  by  him 
made,  shall  take  duplicate  receipts;  one  of  which  he  shall  file  with 
the  secretary  of  the  commission.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all 
moneys  paid  out  by  him,  as  shown  by  the  receipts,  when  the  same 
are  approved  by  the  commission,  lie  shall  give  bonds  in  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  ( 110,000)  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sure- 
ties, who  shall  each  qualify  in  the  amount  of  the  bond,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  disposition  of  and  accounting  for  all  moneys  received 
by  him. 

Article  11. 

Payment  of  the  expenses  of  each  commissioner  and  members  of 
the  executive  committee  shall  be  made  by  warrants  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary,  based  upon  certified  estimates  attached 
thereto,  directing  the  treasurer  of  the  commission  to  pay  the  amount 
thereof  to  the  person  therein  named.  All  other  moneys  in  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  commission  shall  be  paid  out  only  on 
warrants  duly  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  based  upon 
estimates  or  vouchers  attached  thereto. 

Article  12. 

The  executive  committee  is  directed  to  choose  from  their  number 
a finance  and  auditing  committee  of  three,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  audit  all  bills  and  claims  before' payment  therefor  is  allowed. 

Article  13. 

In  seeking  aid  or  information  from  any  county  the  commissioner 
from  that  county  shall  be  considered  the  official  source  through 
which  to  obtain  such  aid  or  information. 
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Article  14. 

The  regular  order  of  business  governing  this  commission  and 
executive  committee  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Roll  call. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

3.  Reports  of  officers. 

4.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

5.  Reports  of  special  committees. 

6.  Unfinished  business. 

7.  Special  order. 

8.  New  business. 

Article  15. 

These  rules  and  regulations  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  commission  at  which  a majority  of  all  the  commis- 
sion are  present:  Provided , That  two-thirds  of  those  present  vote  in 
favor  thereof. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Washington  World’s  Fair  law  and  the 
above  “rules  and  regulations,”  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Washington  World’s  Fair  Commission  has  held  meetings  at  the  fol- 
lowing times  and  places:  Olympia,  March  25,  1891;  Olympia, 
April  23,  1891;  Tacoma,  April  23,  1891;  Ellensburgh,  May  20  and 
21,  1891;  Walla  Walla,  June  20,  1891;  Port  Townsend,  July  17, 
1891;  Olympia,  August  22,  1891;  Tacoma,  October  6 and  7,  1891, 
Chehalis,  October  8,  1891;  Tacoma,  October  8 and  10,  1891;  Seat- 
tle, November  17,  18  and  19,  1891;  Olympia,  January  19,  1892; 
North  Yakima,  February  16,  1892;  Ellensburgh,  March  22,  1892; 
Seattle,  April  15,  1892;  Olympia,  May  6,  1892;  Walla  Walla,  June 
3,  1892;  Mount  Vernon,  July  8,  1892;  La  Conner,  July  9,  1892; 
Anacortes,  July  9,  1892;  Tacoma,  July  26,  1892;  Tacoma,  August 
8,  1892;  Olympia,  August  9,  1892;  Tacoma,  September  5,  1892; 
Tacoma,  September  22,  1892;  Tacoma,  October  4,  1892;  Tacoma, 
October  12,  1892;  Pullman,  November  15,  1892;  Tacoma,  Novem- 
ber 30,  1892;  Tacoma,  December  15,  1892;  Tacoma,  December  29, 
1892. 

As  much  of  the  work  of  these  meetings  wras  of  a routine  char- 
acter, we  will  not  attempt  to  record  all  the  proceedings  of  these 
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meetings,  but  will  give  you  a general  outline  of  the  work  accom- 
plished, and  the  materials  we  have  secured  for  exhibition. 

WORK  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  this  commission,  and  to  secure 
the  best  possible  good  for  the  state,  we  started  out  on  the  plan  to 
make  for  Washington  a dual  exhibit.  In  other  words,  we  proposed 
to  collect  all  our  exhibits  in  sufficiently  large  quantities  to  enable 
us  not  only  to  place  in  the  Washington  World’s  Fair  building  a 
complete  exhibition  of  all  the  materials,  showing  the  wealth  and 
natural  resources  of  the  state,  but  also  to  enter  with  a complete  ex- 
hibit each  one  of  the  general  departments  of  the  Columbian  Expo- 
sition. With  this  in  view,  we  divided  the  work  into  departments 
corresponding  as  nearly  as  possible  with  all  the  general  depart- 
ments of  the  exposition,  and  so,  in  order  to  give  you  a clear  idea 
of  the  work  thus  far  accomplished,  Ave  will  treat  of  this  matter 
under  the  heads  of  the  various  departments. 

STATE  BUILDINGS. 

Probably  the  most  important  exhibit  that  will  be  made  by  the 
State  of  Washington  at  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition  will 
be  the  building  which  is  being  erected  at  Chicago.  After  consul- 
tation with  the  producers  and  manufacturers  of  native  building 
materials,  it  was  decided  by  the  commission,  jointly  with  the  Lum- 
bermen’s Association,  to  undertake  the  erection  of  a building  which 
should  be  an  exhibit  in  itself  of  the  building  materials  of  the 
state. 

This  state  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  one  of  the  most  desir- 
able building  sites  on  the  grounds  at  Chicago.  This  site  is  near 
the  Fifty-seventh  street  entrance,  which  is  the  first  place  the  trains 
stop  on  reaching  the  World’s  Fair  grounds,  and  naturally  it  is  ex- 
pected that  most  of  the  visitors  going  to  the  World’s  Fair  will 
alight  from  the  trains  at  the  first  stop,  and  in  this  way  we  hope  to 
secure  large  numbers  of  the  visitors  at  the  Washington  building  as 
soon  as  they  land  on  the  grounds.  This  desirable  site  was  given  to 
Washington,  as  Director  General  Davis  explains,  for  three  reasons: 
First , Washington  gave  one  of  the  best  appropriations  proportion- 
ately of  any  state  in  the  union.  Second , The  notification  received 
at  World’s  Fair  headquarters  from  Washington  that  an  appropria- 
tion had  been  made  was  the  second  on  the  list  of  all  the  states,  Ohio 
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having  preceded  in  making  her  report  by  only  a few  days.  Third , 
Washington  placed  in  Director  General  Davis’  office  the  first  written 
application  for  a site  on  which  to  erect  a state  building  in  which  to 
maintain  an  exhibit. 

In  order  to  secure  for  Washington  the  best  design  for  a state 
building  possible,  this  commission  invited  a competition  among  the 
resident  architects  of  the  State  of  Washington,  offering  prizes  for 
the  three  best  designs.  The  result  of  this  invitation  was  that  the  ex- 
ecutive committee,  with  the  assistance  of  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  Lumbermen’s  Association,  found  at  their  joint  meeting  in  Seattle 
on  November  16,  1891,  twenty-two  designs.  The  commission, 
with  the  approval  of  this  said  committee,  selected  the  design  offered 
by  Mr.  W.  A.  Ritchie  of  Seattle  as  the  first  prize  plan,  for  which 
they  paid  a prize  of  $500.  The  second  prize  of  $300  was  awarded 
to  Messrs.  Bullard  & Haywood  of  Tacoma,  and  the  third  prize  of 
$200  was  given  to  Mr.  Warren  P.  Skillings  of  Seattle.  As  all  plans 
must  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  director  of  works,  D.  H. 
Burnham,  at  Chicago,  these  prize  plans  were  sent  there,  and  the 
plans  of  Mr.  Warren  P.  Skillings  were  accepted  by  him,  and  the 
building  is  being  erected  according  to  those  designs.  Though  the 
building  is  not  yet  completed  it  has  already  attracted  a great  deal 
of  favorable  attention  at  the  hands  of  individual  visitors,  and  many 
favorable  comments  from  the  press  throughout  the  United  States. 
Chief  of  Works  Burnham  has  pronounced  this  design  the  most 
unique  and  characteristic  of  any  design  submitted  by  any  state  or 
territory. 

The  building  is  being  constructed  entirely  of  Washington  mate- 
rial. When  the  working  plans  and  specifications  were  completed, 
Mr.  W.  L.  Davidson  of  Tacoma  was  appointed  material  agent  by  the 
commission  for  the  purpose  of  securing  from  the  various  logging 
camps,  lumber  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  stone  and  other  mate- 
rials, contributions  of  the  materials  necessary  for  the  erection  of 
this  building.  By  the  arrangement  with  the  Lumber  Manufactur- 
ers’ Association  to  give  the  building  material  we  have  been  enabled 
to  undertake  the  erection  of  a much  more  expensive  building  than 
we  could  otherwise  have  done  with  the  means  at  our  disposal.  The 
loggers,  lumbermen  and  quarrymen  have  been  generous  in  their 
contributions  for  this  purpose. 

The  work  of  collecting  together  all  these  materials  from  the  va- 
rious logging  camps  and  lumber  manufactories  and  shipping  them 
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to  Chicago  has  been  most  tedious,  and  has  required  a great  deal  of 
help  and  the  expenditure  of  considerable  money,  but  our  efforts 
have  been  crowned  with  success,  and  the  result  at  Chicago  will  speak 
for  itself. 

One  feature  of  the  Washington  building  is  an  immense  dag  staff, 
238  feet  high,  composed  of  a single  Puget  Sound  dr  tree,  which  has 
been  erected  immediately  in  front  of  the  building.  Owing  to  the 
curves  on  the  line  of  the  railroad  it  was  found  impossible  to  ship 
this  tree  in  one  piece,  and  it  was  therefore  bisected,  and  spliced  in 
Chicago  before  erection.  It  is  now  claimed  that  this  is  the  highest 
dag  staff  m the  world,  and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  have  dying 
from  this  staff  on  “Washington's  Day,”  May  21,  1893,  the  largest 
American  dag  ever  made,  which  will  ordinarily  dy  from  the  dag 
staff  in  front  of  the  administration  building,  and  thus  on  “Wash- 
ington’s Day”  we  will  have  the  largest  American  dag  dying  from 
the  tallest  dag  staff. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  w7ell  to  state  that  we  have  supplied 
to  the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition  all  the  dag  staffs  that  will  be 
used  on  the  World  Fair  grounds,  some  forty  dag  staffs  in  number. 
This  includes  the  staff  that  will  be  placed  in  front  of  the  United 
States  government  building,  the  staff  in  front  of  the  administration 
building,  and  all  the  other  dag  staffs  for  various  parts  of  the 
grounds.  Our  commission  has  paid  the  expense  of  securing  these 
dag  staffs,  and  the  exposition  company  has  agreed  to  refund  us  the 
amount  of  money  paid  for  freight  to  have  them  transported  to 
Chicago. 

In  addition  to  the  lumber  and  logs  required  for  the  Washing- 
ton building  there  has  been  a great  deal  of  dnishing  material 
needed,  such  as  panels,  window  frames,  sash,  doors,  moldings, 
brackets,  wainscoting,  and  the  stairs  and  railing  leading  up  into  the 
four  towers  of  the  building,  which  have  been  cheerfully  contributed 
by  the  various  factories  throughout  the  state.  It  also  includes  a 
great  deal  of  stone  and  mineral  contributed  by  the  quarry  men  and 
mine  owners  of  the  state. 

This  building  gives  us  22,000  square  feet  of  door  space,  and  we 
have  on  hand  enough  material  for  exhibition  to  crowd  the  building 
with  a dne  display  showing  the  wonderful  and  varied  resources  of 
this  state. 
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AGRICULTURE. 

Mr.  W.  L.  La  Follette,  of  the  World’s  Fair  Commission,  was 
elected  superintendent  of  the  agricultural  department  of  our  work. 
He  has  proceeded  on  the  plan  of  securing  exhibits  of  grains, 
grasses  and  vegetables  from  every  county  in  the  state.  He  re- 
ports that  he  has  secured  exhibits  in  twenty-eight  out  of  the  thirty- 
four  counties  of  the  state.  The  six  counties  from  which  he  was 
unable  to  secure  exhibits  are  as  follows:  Franklin,  Adams,  Okan- 
ogan, Skamania,  Jefferson  and  Wahkiakum.  But  from  these 
counties  we  have  secured  exhibits  of  other  kinds,  so  that  they,  also, 
will  be  represented  at  the  World’s  Fair.  The  collection  in  this 
department  now  comprises  over  3,000  specimens  of  sheaf  grain,  and 
between  200  and  300  bushels  of  the  various  kinds  of  threshed 
grains,  comprising  wheat,  oats,  rye,  Indian  corn,  and  seeds  of  the 
various  kinds  of  forage  plants  of  the  state.  We  also  have  collected 
in  this  department  exhibits  of  hops,  hemp,  broom  corn,  etc.,  etc. 
We  have  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in  finding  proper  meth- 
ods for  handling  vegetables  in  order  to  keep  them  from  one  year 
to  the  other,  but  arrangements  are  being  made  to  have  fresh  exhibits 
of  these  materials  forwarded  in  a fresh  state  during  the  year  to  the 
exposition.  In  addition  to  the  exhibit  mentioned  above  we  will 
endeavor  to  show,  by  maps  and  other  ways,  the  entire  irrigation 
schemes  of  the  state. 

Mr.  La  Follette  has  also  planned,  and  is  now  carrying  to  comple- 
tion, a miniature  farm,  showing  the  methods  and  plans  of  work  on 
the  modern  improved  farms  of  Washington.  He  has  secured,  from 
the  various  manufacturers  of  agricultural  implements  throughout 
the  United  States,  the  promise  of  a number  of  perfect  miniature 
machines  which  would  cost,  if  purchased,  several  hundred  dollars; 
but  these  are  being  contributed  for  the  benefit  the  advertisement 
will  give  to  the  various  manufacturers.  It  is  intended  to  make 
this  miniature  farm  one  of  the  most  attractive  features  of  the  Wash- 
ington exhibit. 

HORTICULTURE. 

When  work  was  begun  in  collecting  exhibits  of  fruits  of  the 
state  the  proffered  assistance  of  the  state  board  of  horticulture 
was  cheerfully  accepted  by  this  commission.  The  state  was

divided  into  nine  horticultural  districts  and  superintendents  for 
these  districts  were  appointed  as  follows: 

Vancouver  District — Headquarters  at  Vancouver;  superintend- 
ent, Chatlield  Knight;  comprising  the  following  counties:  Clarke, 
Cowlitz,  Skamania,  Wahkiakum  and  Pacific. 

Tacoma  District — Headquarters  at  Tacoma;  superintendent, 
Henry  Bucey;  comprising  the  following  counties:  Pierce,  Thurs- 
ton, Mason,  Chehalis  and  Lewis. 

Seattle  District — Headquarters  at  Seattle;  superintendent,  John 
T.  Blackburn;  comprising  the  following  counties:  King,  Kitsap, 
Jefferson,  Clallam,  Snohomish  and  Island. 

Fairhaven  District — Headquarters  at  Fairhaven;  superintend- 
ent, E.  L.  Von  Gohren;  comprising  the  following  counties: 
Whatcom,  San  Juan  and  Skagit. 

Fllensburgh  District — Headquarters  at  Ellensburgh;  superin- 
tendent, S.  W.  Maxey;  comprising  the  following  counties:  Kittitas, 
Douglas  and  Okanogan. 

Yakima  District — Headquarters  at  North  Yakima;  superintend- 
ent, D.  E.  Lesh;  comprising  the  following  counties:  Yakima, 
Klickitat,  Franklin  and  Adams. 

Snake  Diver  District  — Headquarters  at  Colfax;  superintendent, 
H.  H.  Spalding;  comprising  the  following  counties:  Whitman, 
Garfield  and  Asotin. 

Walla  Walla  District — Headquarters  at  Walla  Walla;  superin- 
tendent, O.  R.  Ballou;  comprising  the  following  counties:  Walla 
Walla  and  Columbia. 

Spokane  District  — Headquarters  at  Spokane;  superintendent, 
John  R.  Reavis;  comprising  the  following  counties:  Spokane, 
Lincoln  and  Stevens. 

A large  supply  of  the  best  flint  glass  museum  jars  of  various 
sizes  were  secured  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  exhibits  of  the 
fruits  from  each  of  these  nine  districts.  The  result  is  that  we 
have  about  2,000  specimens  of  the  various  kinds  of  fruit  grown  in 
the  State  of  Washington,  all  preserved  according  to  the  best  form- 
ulas known  to  science.  These  specimens  are  all  now  securely  stored 
safe  from  light  and  heat,  and  early  next  year  they  will  be  safely 
boxed  and  shipped  to  Chicago.  In  addition  to  this  exhibit  w'e  have 
planned  to  erect  in  the  Washington  state  building  a cold  storage 
room  with  plate  glass  sides,  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  fresh 
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fruits  which  we  will  arrange  to  have  shipped  to  Chicago  as  fast  as 
they  ripen  during  the  season  of  1893. 

We  also  expect  to  show  exhibits  of  all  the  cured  fruits  from  the 
various  canning  and  drying  establishments  in  the  state,  and  in  this 
way  with  all  the  other  exhibits  that  we  will  have  in  this  depart- 
ment, we  expect  to  show  the  immense  resources  of  the  state  from  a 
horticultural  standpoint,  and  to  show  all  the  advantages  of  the  soil 
and  climate  that  will  be  most  attractive  to  the  horticulturists  of  the 
world. 

MINES  AND  MINING. 

Mr.  George  E.  Pf under,  of  Spokane,  was  selected  as  superin- 
tendent of  this  department,  and  to  show  how  completely  and  satis- 
factorily the  work  has  been  done  in  this  department,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  state  that  we  now  have  safely  stored,  ready  for  ship- 
ment to  Chicago,  over  eighty  tons  of  specimen  ores  of  the  precious 
minerals  gathered  from  ail  the  mining  counties  of  the  state,  as  well 
as  great  quantities  of  coal,  iron  and  other  exhibits  from  the  mines 
of  Washington.  Many  of  these  specimens  are  very  heavy,  and 
were  packed  in  many  instances  for  distances  of  over  sixty  miles  on 
men’s  backs  and  on  the  backs  of  horses  before  they  could  be  put 
on  the  wagon  roads,  and  from  there  transported  to  railways.  The 
work  of  collecting  these  specimens  has  been  most  tedious,  and  in 
many  instances  very  expensive,  but  as  the  result  is  a display  of  all 
the  valuable  mining  resources  of  the  State  of  Washington,  the 
commission  feels  justified  in  the  large  outlay  of  work  and  expense 
made  for  this  department.  In  taking  into  account  the  total  amount 
of  money  paid  out  for  the  work  of  collecting  this  exhibit,  it  should 
be  remembered  that  over  $2,000  of  the  money  expended  was  used 
for  the  purchase  of  gold  nuggets  to  represent  the  placer  mines  of 
the  state.  These  nuggets  were  purchased  at  their  exact  value  by 
weight,  and  should  not  be  counted  as  an  expense  chargeable  to  the 
mining  department,  since  they  can  be  turned  into  money  without 
loss  to  the  commission  at  any  time. 

Though  the  mining  department  is  now  represented  by  such  an 
array  of  exhibits,  the  work  is  by  no  means  yet  complete,  for  speci- 
mens are  being  promised  and  arrangements  are  being  made  to  have 
them  forwarded  from  some  of  the  remote  mining  districts  into 
which  roads  are  now  being  constructed,  and  exhibits  of  coal,  coke 
and  building  stone  are  also  being  collected  in  large  quantities  to  be 
added  to  the  mining  exhibit. 
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Plans  have  been  perfected  for  arranging  the  mining  exhibit 
at  Chicago  in  a most  attractive  manner.  In  one  wing  of  the  state 
building  there  is  being  prepared  a solid  concrete  floor  on  which  to 
arrange  this  mineral  collection  in  order  that  the  specimens  may  be 
freshened  and  made  more  attractive  by  flowing  water,  fountains, 
etc.  This  commission  has  also  been  allotted  over  1400  square  feet 
of  space  in  an  attractive  portion  of  the  general  mining  building  at 
Chicago  in  which  we  will  maintain,  as  nearly  as  possible,  a dupli- 
cate of  the  mining  exhibit  that  will  be  shown  in  the  Washington 
building. 

FISHERIES. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Megler,  of  Brookfield,  Wahkiakum  county  was  appointed 
superintendent  of  the  fisheries  exhibit  at  Chicago  from  this  state, 
and  he  generously  proposed  to  make  the  fisheries  exhibit  a complete 
success  without  any  personal  compensation  for  himself,  only  asking 
that  the  commission  agree  to  spend  a sufficient  sum  of  money  from 
their  funds  to  pay  the  necessary  expense  to  guarantee  a success  for 
the  fisheries  department.  Mr.  Megler  has  secured  competent  assist- 
ance to  prepare  specimens  of  the  various  fish  found  in  the  waters 
of  Washington  according  to  the  highest  science  known  for  such 
work.  We  have  now  over  100  specimens  of  the  principal  fish  of 
Washington  mounted  by  taxidermists  and  over  200  specimens  pre- 
served in  alcoholic  solutions.  This  work  is  still  going  on  and  by 
the  time  the  exhibit  will  be  forwarded  to  Chicago  it  is  expected  that 
we  will  have  specimens  of  all  kinds  of  fish  known  to  exist  within 
the  confines  of  this  state.  It  is  proposed  to  arrange  this  collec- 
tion of  fish  in  an  attractive  manner,  to  be  enlivened  by  carefully 
mounted  fish-eating  birds  and  animals  and  by  drawings,  photographs 
and  paintings  of  the  fish  and  the  methods  of  taking  them. 

In  addition  to  the  specimens  of  fish,  in  as  nearly  as  possible  their 
natural  condition,  we  will  have  gelatine  casts  of  a number  of  the 
important  fish  made  by  experts  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  also 
displays  of  the  methods  and  products  of  all  the  canneries  and  fish 
curing  establishments  of  the  state.  In  this  way  we  propose  to 
make  the  exhibit  in  the  fisheries  department  as  complete  and  attrac- 
tive as  the  exhibit  made  in  any  other  department  of  our  work. 

FORESTRY. 

Mr.  Frank  B.  Cole,  of  T acoma,  was  appointed  superintendent  of 
this  department  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  lumbermen's  asso- 
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ciation.  While  the  Washington  World’s  Fair  building  is  expected 
to  be  the  best  possible  display  of  the  forestry  resources  of  this  state, 
it  is  proposed  not  to  rest  with  this  as  an  exhibit  of  these  resources, 
for  we  are  now  having  collected  specimens  of  all  the  native  woods 
of  the  state  which  attain  a growth  exceeding  six  inches  in  diameter, 
to  be  prepared  in  the  most  scientific  manner.  In  addition  to  the 
specimens  of  the  lumber  in  its  rough  condition,  and  also  finished 
and  highly  polished,  and  in  many  cases  made  up,  showing  the  uses 
for  which  it  is  put  in  this  state.  Some  of  the  features  of  the 
forestry  exhibit  are  as  follows:  A large  fac  simile  seal  of  the  State 
of  Washington  eight  feet  square,  enclosed  in  a frame,  all  of  which 
is  composed  of  the  native  woods  of  Washington,  with  their  shades 
blending  to  give  the  highest  possible  effect,  and  all  carefully  carved 
by  one  of  the  most  expert  workmen  in  this  line  to  be  found  in  the 
state;  a cedar  log  wTich  had  fallen  many  years  ago,  and  over  the 
trunk  of  which  has  grown  several  spruce  trees,  showing  the  length 
of  time  the  cedar  must  have  remained  on  the  ground,  and  during 
all  this  time  the  cedar  has  remained  perfectly  sound.  This  exhibit 
will  be  valuable  to  the  cedar  lumber  manufacturing  interests  of  the 
state,  inasmuch  as  it  shows  beyond  a question  the  wonderful  dura- 
bility of  the  Washington  cedar.  The  great  size  attained  by  the 
trees  of  the  various  kinds  in  the  State  of  Washington  will  be  shown 
by  sections  of  these  trees  and  by  portions  of  planks  taken  from 
them.  The  great  yield  per  acre  of  the  Puget  Sound  forests  will  be 
shown  by  photographs  of  the  native  forests.  The  strength  of  the 
Washington  timber  will  be  shown  by  practical  tests  made  on  the 
grounds.  The  value  of  Washington’s  tan  bark  interests  will  be 
shown  by  exhibits  and  chemical  analyses  of  the  bark,  and  in  many 
other  ways  the  great  forest  wealth  of  the  State  of  Washington  will 
be  set  forth  by  the  exhibits  being  prepared  by  this  commission. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

The  superintendent  of  this  department  is  Mr.  J.  P.  Hendricks, 
of  Seattle.  It  is  expected  in  this  department  to  show  the  very 
healthy  condition  of  the  educational  system  of  the  State  of 
Washington.  Every  county  will  be  represented  in  this  display 
by  photographs  of  the  buildings;  by  exhibits  of  the  work  done  in 
the  schools;  by  statements  of  the  value  of  school  lands,  and  the 
value  of  school  property  and  statements  of  the  attendance  and 
work  accomplished.  Many  attractive  features  are  being  planned 
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by  the  teachers  and  superintendents  engaged  in  this  work  through- 
out the  state.  One  of  these  features  is  a model  of  the  ship  Santa 
Maria,  in  which  Columbus  sailed  to  discover  America,  which  model 
was  made  by  a school  boy  of  Spokane  and  was  carried  by  him  in 
the  street  parade  on  Columbus  Day,  last  October.  This  model  was 
made  by  the  boy  from  drawings  and  descriptions  which  he  found  in 
the  histories.  Another  interesting  feature  is  the  model  of  a log 
cabin  school  house  that  is  now  being  used  in  Whatcom  county, 
near  the  boundary  line  of  British  Columbia.  It  is  one  of  the  out- 
posts of  our  educational  system  and  will  form  a unique  contrast, 
being  placed  alongside  of  one  of  the  models  of  our  fine  educational 
institutions  in  the  larger  cities.  The  men  and  women  engaged  in 
school  work,  in  the  different  sections  of  the  state,  are  busily  en- 
gaged in  preparing  these  exhibits,  and  as  they  are  each  desirous  of 
excelling  the  other  they  are  maintaining  strict  secrecy  about  the 
special  features  of  their  exhibit,  bearing  in  mind  only  a desire  to 
make  their  exhibit  as  attractive  as  possible.  The  superintendent 
has  decided  that  he  will  need  at  least  2,000  square  feet  of  space  in 
the  Washington  building  to  give  room  for  the  large  number  of  ex- 
hibits that  are  being  prepared  for  this  department. 

SOILS. 

Mr.  Edmond  S.  Meany,  of  Seattle,  in  addition  to  his  other  work, 
wTas  requested  to  take  charge  of  this  department.  The  state  was 
divided  into  seventeen  district  soil  areas,  and  from  each  one  of 
these  districts  specimens  of  the  soils  have  been  secured  in  boxes  of 
uniform  size,  the  plans  having  been  formulated  by  the  United  States 
department  to  be  used  in  making  these  collections  in  all  the  states 
and  territories  of  the  union.  These  exhibits  have  been  collected  in 
duplicate,  in  order  that  one  specimen  may  be  placed  in  the  United 
States  building  and  one  in  the  state  building  of  Washington.  Be- 
sides  these  specimens  smaller  specimens  have  been  secured  of  each 
district  to  be  sent  to  the  Washington  Agricultural  College,  to  the 
California  Agricultural  College,  and  to  the  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity, for  the  purpose  of  having  them  chemically  analyzed,  and  the 
analyses  will  be  made  one  of  the  most  important  features  of  the 
soil  exhibit.  By  reference  to  the  financial  statement  included  in 
this  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  important  collection  was  made 
at  a very  small  expense. 
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FINE  ARTS. 

Mrs.  Samuel  C.  Slaughter,  of  Tacoma,  was  made  art  director  for 
the  Washington  World’s  Fair  Commission,  and  is  collecting  from 
all  parts  of  the  state  the  best  productions  by  people  of  this  state. 
Special  instructions  were  given  to  the  artists  preparing  these  ex- 
hibits to  coniine  themselves  as  nearly  as  possible  to  subjects  found 
in  the  State  of  Washington,  such  as  Washington  scenery,  fruits, 
birds,  animals,  fish,  etc.  Mrs.  Slaughter  has  facilitated  her  work 
very  largely  by  the  organization  of  art  leagues  in  most  of  the  larger 
cities  and  towns  of  the  state. 

FLORICULTURE. 

It  was  decided  to  have  on  exhibition  at  the  World’s  Fair  speci- 
mens of  the  native  shrubs  and  plants  of  Washington  in  a growing 
condition.  Mr.  J.  M.  Grant,  of  Port  Angeles,  was  appointed  super- 
intendent of  this  department  and  provided  with  the  necessary 
flower  pots  and  boxes  in  which  to  place  specimens  of  this  kind,  and 
to  allow  them  to  be  wintered  over  in  order  that  they  may  be  for- 
warded to  the  World’s  Fair  in  a healthy  condition  early  next  year. 

WOMAN’S  WORK. 

As  woman’s  work  was  made  one  of  the  special  features  of  the 
W orld’s  Columbian  Exposition,  a department  of  this  kind  was 
created  by  our  commission  and  Mrs.  Alice  Houghton,  of  Spokane, 
an  ex  officio  member  of  this  commission,  was  made  superintendent 
of  this  department.  She  has  prepared  an  elaborate  display  of  all 
kinds  of  exhibits  that  would  naturally  come  in  such  a department. 
To  help  her  in  this  work  she  has  organized  among  the  ladies 
throughout  the  state  a number  of  World’s  Fair  clubs.  The  object 
and  purpose  of  such  clubs  was  to  prepare  exhibits  of  professional 
work,  pantry  stores  and  household  help,  and  in  the  miscellaneous 
work  of  her  department  she  has  included  benevolent  associations, 
botany,  mineralogy,  inventions,  temperance,  religious  and  Indian 
missions,  collections  of  antiquities,  and  many  other  exhibits  show- 
ing the  activity  and  experience  of  the  women  of  Washington. 

ETHNOLOGY. 

Rev.  Myron  Fells,  of  Union  City,  Mason  county,  was  appointed 
superintendent  of  this  department,  and  has  succeeded  in  collecting 
a great  quantity  of  implements  and  curiosities  showing  the  Indian 
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life  of  the  State  of  Washington.  This  exhibit  will  be  divided  and 
a portion  of  it  placed  in  the  Washington  World’s  Fair  building  and 
a portion  of  it  in  the  general  department  devoted  to  such  exhibits. 

INDIAN  FISHERIES. 

While  this  department  might  be  included  under  the  heading  of 
the  fishei’ies  department  or  under  the  head  of  the  ethnological  de- 
partment, it  is  mentioned  here  separately  because  early  in  our  work 
we  received  a communication  from  Judge  James  6.  Swan,  of  Port 
Townsend,  a man  of  acknowledged  national  reputation  in  this  par- 
ticular work,  agreeing  to  prepare  an  exhibit  of  this  character  with- 
out any  compensation,  asking  only  that  the  expense  of  the  exhibit 
be  paid  by  this  commission.  The  exhibit  prepared  by  Judge  Swan 
included  among  other  things  a complete  display  of  all  the  imple- 
ments and  apparatus  used  by  the  Makah  Indian  tribe  at  Xeah  Bay 
in  catching  fish  now,  the  same  as  were  used  by  their  ancestors  at 
the  same  place  before  the  advent  of  the  white  man  in  their  midst. 
The  exhibit  includes  canoes,  harpoons,  garments  made  from  wood 
fibres  and  fish  skins,  fish  hooks  and  all  such  implements  of  Indian 
manufacture.  Similar  collections  were  prepared  years  ago  by  Judge 
Swan  for  the  Smithsonian  Institute  at  Washington,  and  the  exhibit 
that  he  has  prepared  for  us  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  attract- 
ive features  of  the  fisheries  or  ethnological  departments. 

STATISTICS  AND  HISTORY. 

Mr.  Meany  was  also  asked  to  superintend  the  work  in  this  depart- 
ment'and  the  work  is  now  rapidly  nearing  completion.  Early  in 
the  year,  1892,  blank  books  were  prepared  and  furnished  to  all  the 
assessors  of  the  State  of  Washington.  At  a visit  bv  Mr.  Meany  to 
the  convention  of  assessors  held  in  Olympia  in  February,  1892,  a 
pledge  was  received  from  all  of  them  stating  that  they  would  gladly 
undertake  to  have  these  statistics  collected  while  they  were  making 
their  annual  tours  throughout  their  respective  counties,  provided 
the  county  commissioners  of  each  county  agreed  to  devote  what 
time  of  their  own  and  their  deputies  was  needed  to  have  the  work 
complete.  The  matter  was  then  taken  up  with  the  various  boards 
of  county  commissioners  and  very  general  satisfactory  results  have 
been  attained.  Some  of  the  counties  refused  to  have  the  work  done 
but  we  have  now  secured  in  our  office  the  complete  statistical  re- 
turns from  twenty-four  of  the  counties  of  the  state  and  two  other 
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counties  of  the  state  are  preparing  statistics  from  their  offices,  leav- 
ing only  eight  counties  omitted  from  the  general  returns.  These 
counties  are  Douglas,  Stevens,  Kittitas,  Pacific,  Jefferson,  Cowlitz, 
Skamania  and  Franklin.  The  two  counties  in  which  statistics  are 
now  being  prepared  are  Yakima  and  Okanogan.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  work  of  compiling  these  statistics  will  form  a basis  on  which 
to  build  a permanent  department  of  this  important  work  in  the 
state.  It  is  proposed  to  have  these  statistics  tabulated  and  pub- 
lished together  with  a history  of  the  state  and  a history  of  each 
county  properly  illustrated  in  valuable  book  form  for  circulation  in 
large  quantities  at  the  World’s  Fair.  We  desire  that  when  this 
book  is  prepared  and  ready  for  the  printers  that  the  state  printer  be 
given  authority  to  print  them  in  such  quantities  as  may  be  found 
necessary  by  this  commission  when  it  takes  up  its  work  at  Chicago. 
An  effort  has  been  made  to  have  each  county  provide  a brief  and 
concise  history  of  its  own  organization  and  development  to  appear 
in  this  historical  work,  and,  whether  this  work  is  done  by  the  coun- 
ties themselves  or  not,  it  will  certainly  be  prepared  in  a satisfactory 
manner,  giving  each  county  its  proper  representation  in  the  book. 

TAXIDERMY. 

In  order  to  secure  a complete  collection  of  birds  and  animals  of 
this  state,  with  which  to  decorate  the  various  departments  of  our 
exhibit,  a very  favorable  contract  was  entered  into  with  Prof.  J. 
Hudson,  of  South  Bend,  an  experienced  taxidermist.  He  has  already 
prepared  many  specimens  of  larger  birds,  animals,  and  fish,  of  the 
state,  and  is  now  hard  at  work  completing  this  collection.  The 
entire  collection  will  cost  us  something  less  than  -$1,500,  and  the 
exhibit  will  be  the  property  of  this  commission,  and,  at  the  close  of 
the  World’s  Columbian  Exposition,  such  disposition  of  it  as  the 
legislature  may  direct  can  be  made,  either  to  place  it  in  a permanent 
museum  in  this  state,  or  divide  it  and  send  it  to  the  various  educa- 
tional institutions  in  the  state.  It  will  certainly  be  worth  many 
times  its  cost  for  any  of  these  purposes. 

BOTANY. 

Prof.  L.  F.  Henderson,  of  Olympia,  was  selected  as  superintendent 
of  a botanical  collection  for  this  commission.  His  work  has  been 
prepared  in  the  most  scientific  manner  possible,  and  contains  3,000 
specimens,  embracing  over  1,200  species  included  in  ninety-one 
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families  of  the  plants  found  in  the  State  of  Washington.  It  is  cer- 
tainly the  most  complete  and  scientific  collection  ever  prepared  in 
this  line  of  work  in  the  State  of  Washington.  As  there  have  been 
a large  number  of  speciments  collected  of  each  species,  it  will  be 
possible,  at  the  close  of  the  exposition,  to  make  several  complete 
collections,  to  be  donated  by  the  state  to  such  educational  institu- 
tions as  may  be  designated,  or  to  be  placed  in  a state  museum,  if 
such  an  institution  is  created. 

TRANSPORTATION . 

There  being  a general  department  of  this  title  of  the  exposition 
at  Chicago,  it  was  decided  to  ascertain  if  the  people  engaged  in  the 
transportation  business  of  various  kinds  in  the  State  of  Washington 
desired  to  make  an  exhibit  in  this  department.  Letters  were  then 
written  all  over  the  state  making  these  inquiries.  The  general 
replies  were,  that  inasmuch  as  Washington  had  very  few  industries 
in  the  car  building  or  equipment  manufactories,  no  attempt  of  this 
kind  should  be  made.  However,  some  suggestions  have  been 
made  that  transportation  companies  would  be  willing  to  place  in 
the  transportation  building  fine  locomotives  and  cars  contrasted 
with  an  exhibit  of  old  fashioned  wagons  by  which  all  such  traffic 
was  carried  on  before  the  arrival  of  the  railroads.  Auother  sug- 
gestion was  made  that  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  would  like  to 
place  in  the  transportation  building  two  coaches  of  home  manu- 
facture tilled  with  exhibits  from  the  State  of  Washington.  These 
plans  are  now  being  considered,  and  if  possible  they  will  be  carried 
to  completion  in  order  to  give  Washington  representation  in  this 
important  department. 

MANUFACTURES. 

All  the  manufacturers  of  the  State  of  Washington  have  been  in- 
vited to  participate  with  Washington  in  the  exhibit  at  the  World's 
Fair.  Many  of  them  have  replied  and  are  now  preparing  exhibits 
of  an  attractive  nature  which  will  probably  be  placed  in  the  general 
department  devoted  to  manufacturers. 

LIVE  STOCK.  ELECTRICITY  AND  MACHINERY. 

As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain  there  are  no  people  in 
the  State  of  Washington  engaged  in  the  enterprises  covered  by 
these  heads  who  are  desirous  of  having  Washington  attempt  an  ex- 
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hibit  in  these  departments.  However,  the  matter  lias  not  been 
definitely  disposed  of,  and  if  at  any  time  during  our  work  it  is 
found  that  attractive  exhibits  can  be  secured  in  any  of  these  three 
departments  we  will  certainly  attempt  to  have  them  forwarded  and 
properly  installed  to  make  more  complete  the  representation  of 
Washington. 

RAILROADS. 

Upon  the  organization  of  this  commission,  Mr.  T.  F.  Oakes,  presi- 
dent of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  offered  to  the 
commission  the  assistance  of  the  corporation  which  he  represents,  in 
the  furtherance  of  the  World’s  Fair  work,  and  he  deputized  Mr. 
Paul  Schulze,  general  land  agent  of  the  company,  to  carry  out  his 
wishes  in  that  direction. 

Tii  compliance  with  Mr.  Oakes’  promise,  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  has  carried  free  of  charge,  to  collecting  centers 
in  this  state,  all  material  for  the  construction  of  the  state  building 
at  the  exposition  grounds  at  Chicago  and  all  articles  destined  for 
exhibition,  and  thence  at  half  rates  to  Chicago.  In  addition  to  this 
very  substantial  assistance,  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  company 
has  agreed  to  contribute  ten  thousand  dollars  in  cash  to  aid  the  com- 
mission in  its  work,  which  contribution  will  be  paid  within  the  next 
ninety  days.  The  commission  has  been  aided  also  largely  by  the 
liberality  of  the  transportation  companies  in  facilitating  the  move- 
ments of  its  collectors,  who  have  had  to  travel  to  every  corner  of 
the  state.  A very  substantial  saving  has  been  made  in  this  way 
to  the  state.  Among  the  transportation  companies  in  addition  to 
the  Northern  Pacific,  who  have  rendered  us  generous  assistance,  are 
the  following:  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  Oregon  & Wash- 
ington Territory  Railroad  Company,  Spokane  & Northern  Rail- 
road Company,  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company,  Ilwaco  Railway 
& Transportation  Company  and  the  Seattle,  Lake  Shore  & Eastern 
Railway  Company. 

EXPOSITION  ASSISTANCE. 

The  various  county  fairs  held  throughout  the  state  have  been  of 
considerable  assistance  to  our  helpers  in  procuring  exhibits,  but  the 
greatest  help  that  we  have  experienced  in  this  line  has  been  from 
the  Tacoma  exposition,  where  we  were  permitted  during  the  year 
1892  to  make  a display  of  such  exhibits  as  we  had  already  collected 
at  that  time  in  order  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  producers- 
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throughout  the  state  and  to  induce  them  to  help  us  make  many 
valuable  additions  to  our  collection  at  the  smallest  possible  cost. 
In  addition  to  this  feature  of  help  we  were  permitted  to  use  as 
much  of  the  entire  building  as  we  should  need  for  warehouse  privi- 
leges. This  same  warehouse  privilege  has  been  extended  to  us  by 
the  Spokane  Exposition  Company  at  Spokane.  We  have  availed 
ourselves  of  these  generous  offers,  and  have  found  them  greatly  to 
our  advantage. 

AIL)  OF  NEWSPAPERS. 

No  one  can  estimate  the  very  generous  assistance  extended  to  us 
by  the  press  throughout  the  state.  They  have  responded  nobly  to 
every  call  made  upon  their  time  and  space,  and  have  never  failed  to 
extend  help  in  the  most  generous  manner  possible.  This  help  has 
saved  us  a great  deal  of  money,  time  and  trouble,  and  has  been  one 
of  the  greatest  factors  in  the  success  that  our  commission  is 
achieving. 

A DMIN ISTRATIOX . 

The  members  of  the  commission  and  the  members  of  the  execu- 
tive committee  have  always  responded  to  the  call  for  meetings, 
though  under  the  law  they  were  allowed  no  compensation  for  the 
time  which  they  devoted  to  this  work,  as  the  law  specifically  says 
that  they  shall  only  be  allowed  their  traveling  expenses.  At  no 
time  have  our  meetings  been  hindered  by  the  lack  of  a quorum,  and 
at  all  times  have  the  members  cheerfully  responded  to  the  duties 
imposed  upon  them. 

In  referring  to  the  financial  statement  accompanying  this  report 
it  will  be  found  that  the  expense  charged  to  the  administration  de- 
partment of  our  work  includes  many  items  that  might  more  prop- 
erly be  distributed  in  the  other  departments.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  these  items  of  expense  include  not  only  the  salaries  of  the  sev- 
eral officers  and  helpers,  who  are  paid  in  conducting  the  business  of 
this  commission,  but  also  such  items  of  expense  as  printing,  post- 
age, telegraphing,  bulletins,  expense  in  connection  with  the  exhibit 
at  the  Tacoma  exposition,  the  attendance  of  agents  and  delegates  to 
Chicago  at  various  times,  and  many  other  such  expenses  as  were 
deemed  expedient  to  be  incurred  in  conducting  the  work  intrusted 
to  the  officers  of  the  commission. 

As  this  report  was  prepared  at  a time  while  many  of  the  current, 
bills  and  accounts  for  the  month  of  December  have  not  vet  been 
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rendered,  the  financial  statement,  which  accompanies  this  report,  is 
made  complete  up  to  and  including  the  30th  of  November,  1892. 
It  will  be  seen  that  up  to  that  time  $'70,786.96  of  the  appropriation 
made  by  this  state  had  been  expended,  leaving  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $30,000.00  on  hand.  The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company 
promises  to  contribute  $10,000.00  in  cash  which  will  make  about 
*4-0,000,00  to  complete  the  work  from  November  30,  1892.  The 
contract  price  for  erecting  the  building  at  Chicago  wras  $22,500  of 
which  our  financial  statement  shows  that  $6,133.65  has  been  paid, 
which  leaves  in  the  neighborhood  of  $16,000  yet  due  the  con- 
tractors. So  we  have  figured  that  the  appropriation  made  by  the 
State  of  Washington  for  the  years  1891  and  1892  will  be  sufficient 
to  collect  the  various  exhibits  in  the  State  of  Washington;  to  con- 
struct. the  Washington  World’s  Fair  building  and  place  all  the 
exhibits  at  Chicago.  The  necessary  expense  to  be  incurred  in  main- 
taining the  exhibit  as  it  should  be  maintained  at  Chicago  will  have 
to  be  met  by  an  additional  appropriation  at  the  hands  of  the  in- 
coming legislature.  This  commission  is  now  preparing  a statement 
showing  what  these  expenses  to  be  incurred  will  consist  of  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  such  statement  before  the  proper  committees  of 
the  legislature  in  asking  them  for  this  additional  help. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT. 

Following  is  a financial  statement  showing  the  expenditures 
made  by  this  commission  in  carrying  on  its  work  in  the  various  de- 
partments. The  statement  is  made  in  complete  detail  in  order  that 
the  expenditure  of  every  dollar  may  be  traced  and  the  cause  for 
such  expenditure  ascertained:
